Best of the Season to everyone.... 
Since I am a man of leisure until Jan 5, I decided to try to work down the kit 


inventory 
on the shelf in the workshop. 


First to be assembled was the Az Sqrpion stinger singer frequency counter. 


I can't tell if it works or not. I power it up (no input connected) but I don't 
hear 
anything on the piezo speaker....no startup sequence, no freq readout, nothing. 


I modified the circuit to include an on/off switch and a power indicator LED. 
When 

power is the connected, the led comes on and all bias voltages are where they 
should be on the various components. 


Also, the piezo element is supposed to be driven by pin 3 of the 74HCOO. On the 
board I received, there was a trace leading from pin 3 to a through hole. Unlike 
the 

other holes on the board, this one was not plated. Similarly, there is a unplated 
thorough hole connected to the spkr output on the board. I suspect that there 
needs 

to be a jumper between these unplated holes. After my initial lack of success, I 
tried 

to connect a jumper directly from pin 3 of the 74HCOO but it still did not work. 
Bias 

voltages are OK and the passive stuff is probably OK. This pretty well leaves a 
bad 

xtal or bad ic's. 


Also, the piezo element that came with the kit contains 3 pre-soldered leads (not 
2 as 

in the diagram). The supplied leads are too short and repeatedly pulled off when 
opening the altoids case to work on the circuit board. I eventually wound up 
replacing two fo the leads and forgetting about the third. 


Any suggestions would be appreciated.

Seems to me that you would get 
a smoother paddle than with the low priced paddles (less than $60 & ++). 


Of the "small" paddles, it seems to me that Palm and Lil Paddlette are 
two of the better commercial ones.

The dipper might be used to find resonance without the need to determine if 
it is matched. The connection to the antenna is one side of a classic 
bridge circuit. There are 3 known values and one unknown -- the input to 
the antenna. A null is indicated when the bridge is balanced by the 
unknown being equal. That is, when the input to the feed line is equal to 
the value of the three known resistors. In the dipper bridge, this is 
close to 50 ohms. The LED might not dim enough to determine resonance with 
the 300 or 20 ohm unknowns. If you changed each of the 3 known values to 
300 or to 20 that might work. There are a couple of other values around 
the bridge circuit that might need changing too.

Pardon me for asking, but what proof do you have that your J-38 was 
made by E. F. Johnson? Your key sounds suspiciously like mine. My key 
was made by Lionel, the toy train maker. Turn your key over and see if 
there is not an "L" in a circle on the back. here might also be "L's" 
in circles stamped into the brass base. 


E. F. Johnson made a key very similar to the J-38 for sale to the ham 


market as a new key. I have one somewhere without the bakelite base but 
I have never seen one mounted on bakelite. But the key is made 
entirely of "silver" base metal. 


The J-38 was originally made as a training key for the government. The 
original production runs were made by Lionel and Bunnell, I think. A 
third manufacturer made some production runs during the Korean Conflict, 
but the keys are nor nearly as well finished as the early WW2 
production. 


I bought mine new in the box from Olson Radio about 1954-55. I paid the 
princely sum of 79 cents for this jewel! By the way, so far as I know 
the J-38 never saw combat use. Too many moving springs and things. In 
combat they would only get lost! 


So, please ‘fill me in...

As I said in an earlier message, the original WW2 production of J-38 
keys was split up among two or three different vendors, Lionel 
Manufacturing being one. Lionel manufactured model trains at the time. 


I have an original Lionel model which I bought when I was first 
licensed in 1956. I paid 79 cents for this "key that filled a thousand 
dreams"! I believe the Lionel to have been among the best finished of 
al the J-38's. This was probably due to their experience building model 
trains, where finish is next to godliness! 


The reason I see behind their smooth action is they were made to be used 
as a training key. They trained hundreds of young radio operators! 


I also gave heard that there was another production run to support the 
Korean Conflict trainees. These may be the Artec keys. I gave a second 
JQ038 if undocumented ,anufacture and can say the action is nowhere hear 


the Lionel's. 


Lionell also made some of the J-36 bugs. This was a design by another 
bug manufacturer. I have a Lionel which I bought because it weny with 
my JQ38 and because I am a ,odel train enthusiasr. Unfortunately I only 
vought this about 1005. They had suffered some appreciation by then, I 
had to pay over $100 for it!

Ya know, this has been a significant thread for me. I learned ona 
straight key, a J-38 in fact. I went up through the bug to a keyer and 
paddle. In fact I went through a single lever paddle to an iambic 
paddle. I am definitely "old school" having learned CW when radios 
glowed in the dark so you could find the rocks! 


I used to think that if you didn't learn on a straight key you didn't 
know CW. This thread and the postings I have made in response to them 
have caused me to rethink that position. The reasons I used a straight 
key had very little to do with learning. They had so much more to do 
with availability and economics, and the fact that back then no one used 
the words Novice and bug or electronic keyer in the same sentence! 


Now it makes very little, almost no, difference to me which is used to 
teach or learn the code. I will admit to a slight feeling of 
superiority at my skill with a straight key. I feel that my experience 
with the straight key and the bug make me a more complete CW operator 
(what else is there). BUT in the end the only important issue is 
whether you got enough off the air practice with your weapon of choice 
before you cluttered up the bands!

Pardon my ignorance. I thought everyone who wanted to learn the code 
knew they had to learn it by sound. That's how it is used. That's how 
you hear it on the air. It stands to reason that's how you have to 
learn it. If you were going to be using it on the bridge of a ship you 
would best be served by learning it by sight! 


Now spacing and speed are different things. Until about the mid 70's 
the standard was to teach the code at about 5 wpm. Spacing could be 
anything from 5 wpm to 1 character per day! Yes there were some studies 
in teaching at a faster speed but they didn't catch on until after the 
mid 70's so far as I know. 


Spacing could have been at character speed or using farnsworth. I 
learned at a slow speed and used the farnsworth method until I knew the 
entire character set and was ready to start copying off the air. I 
believe that copying off the iris the only way to really learn the 
code. That way it comes complete with QRM and QRN, just the way you 
will use it! I believe computer generated learning systems are just 
that, learning systems. They are useful until you know the code, then 
switch to a receiver! 


The code is simple yet complex. Too many people, myself probably 
included, have made it more complex than it should be!

If you know the expected resistance of the antenna at resonance, 

this idea will work. You do not need to change all three resistors, 
just the one on the antenna side, as I think you are hinting at. 

The LED will go out when it sees a load matching the selected resistor. 


Switching in several difference resistances might be physically difficult. 
Once suggestion would be to steal some machined pins out of a nice IC 
socket and use a pair of them as a plug in socket for a selected set 

of resistors.

I'd say yes you could, but ideally you'd change not one but three 
resistors. The bridge has three nominal 50 ohm resistors plus the 
unknown input as the fourth leg. So you'd change R5, R6, R7 to 300 
ohms, 20 ohms, or whatever. 


Actually though, all four legs don't have to be equal to get the 
balance, just the two pairs that are symmetrically opposite. So I guess 
you could just change R7. Is that what you had in mind? 

The interesting question is, where (in terms of impedance) will the 
bridge null out if you don't change the circuit and the input is 20 ohms 
resistive at resonance? At 50 ohms, or at some other value? Hmmm ...

I would venture to say that J-38s were produced by dozens of 
manufacturers during WW-II, not just 2 or 3. 


I've owned several Lionels and in my opinion they're OK but don't hold a 
candle to the J-38s made by those companies who were actually in the 
business of making keys such as McElroy, J.H. Bunnel and Signal Electric 
to mention just a few. Don't get me wrong, the Lionel is a good key but 
I think it's reputation comes more from the name recognition rather than 
the comparative quality. 


Be that as it may, in my opinion any CW enthusiast should own a J-38. 
They're historical, rugged and generally good telegraph instruments. 
Since millions of the things made, there are still plenty of ‘em 
available out there on the used market at reasonable prices, even on the 
auction sites. Within the last month or two I've seen some for sale that 
were in fair, restorable condition for less than 15 Dollars apiece. 


The majority of J-36 keys were either Vibroplex Lightning Bugs or clones 
of the same, the most popular and recognizable being the Lionel. The 
Signal Corps J-36 was a designator for "bug" and not a specific design. 
It is interesting that some "bug" manufacturers, such as Bunnel, sold not 
only their own bugs to the government as J-36s but also manufactured 
clones of the Vibroplex design!

IMHO the Lionel J-38 was the best finished of the lot. It came ready to 
use out out of the box. I have owned my first key, a Lionel J-38, since 
1956. That makes it, now, going on 48 years old, and it is as smooth 
as ever. The finish is nearly as good as it was when I took it out of 
the box. 


I have owned and used other manufacturers J-38's. I find them hard to 
adjust and maintain their adjustments.

Here's another personal view. I have owned and used both single and 
dual lever paddles. I believe to be effective a paddle (or straight key 
for that matter) must either be largish and heavy or firmly mounted to 
the operating desk. A key or paddle that "walks" all over your 
operating table does not promote good code. Look at photographs of 
commercial CW stations, or old ship's keys, or military strains. 


Now, about single lever paddles. I own and have used the Vibroplex. It 
is like using the back end of a very fine bug! It is also very heavy. 

I could never really get used to it. I switched over to a Bencher BY-1 
which I find ear sir to use and adjust. I do not use the BY-1 
consistently in the lambic mode. I find the speed advantage of iambic 
to be so slight that I revert to using it as a single lever paddle with 
two levers!

After using bugs for a number of years, I am also more comfortable with a 
Single paddle. My base station has a Kent SP-1. It is solid and the dit 
and dah motions can be separately adjusted. This is an excellent key, but 
not portable. 


For portable work I've been using a single paddle I built according to the 
directions of NB6M using PC board. Cutting the PCB material is a pain, but 
I've come to really like the paddle much, much more than I expected. It is 
the paddle I used as Bumblebee 109 last July. I "enhanced" the design by 
adding thin plastic finger pieces, using acorn nuts for the contacts, and 
putting gasket material on the bottom. When sending I hold it with my left 
hand, and sending feels very natural to me. See

I have a GHD convertable paddle that can be configured as an iambic or 
Single paddle. Very well made and nice, but for my taste the plastic finger 
pieces have just a bit too much give. But that's me. My catelogs show that 
Bencher makes a single paddle, but I've never seen a picture of one and know 
nothing about them. 


I can get along with iambic paddles, but when I get tired or distracted my 
fist goes south fast with them. With a single paddle I can send much better 
and for longer.

I do most of my mWatting on 20 meters, but I did check the log - 192 QSOs 
one 40 meters and 27 on 80 meters at 100 mWatts or less. I've run 
everything from 1 mWatt and up on those bands. Most are within a 500 mile 
radius from the home QTH - although I have gotten a few over 1,000 miles 
away. 


All QSOs are logged at the highest power for the QSO - so no lowering the 
power in the middle of the QSO to increase the mileage. That is just my 
personal policy, There are lots of guys who feel free to drop the power in 
the middle of the QSO to get the higher miles per watt figure. 


The vast majority of the QSOs are with an Elecraft K1, although I've use 
the K2, the OHR 500 and other rigs as well. Generally I run the K1 at 500 
mWatts and cut the power with a Ten-Tec 290 step attenuator. Power out is 
measured with the OHR WM-2. Usually I set it up to get the 500 mWatts with 
the K1, but monitor it as I cut the power with the attenuator - the two 
seem to track very well - what the attenuator claims I should get is very 
close to what I get on the WM-2.

I had a Lionel J-38 and an E.F. Johnson J-38, I sold the Lionel and kept 
the Johnson due to it's superior feel and quality ! They were both good, 
but the E.F. Johnson is much better in all respects though ! The Lionel 
base was made of pot metal and painted, the E.F. Johnson's base is made 
of cast and machined solid brass. The Lionel had steel screws with light 
rust, the Johnson has solid brass screws. The contacts on the Lionel 


were brass, where the Johnson has silver contacts ! The Lionel had a 
faily good feel, but a bit mushy, but the Johnson has a more solid snappy 
and positive feel to it ! Other straight keys I have used, are the Ameco 


which resembles a J-38, but doesn't come close in quality or feel. The 
British WW2 Mark II that is basically all bakelite except for the 
contacts and screws, and it had a fiarly good feel except the spring 
tension was just too heavy even at it's lightest setting. And last but 
not least is a straight key built by me that is similar to some of the 
old wireless keys used on some of the early ships at sea. It doesn't 
rival my E.F. Johnson J-38 in feel, but is a pleasure to use when 
connected to my homebrew 6V6 transmitter !
